It bronght all the 30,000 eansl
boat children under the education act, so
that by a system of passbooks they were
ensbled to attend any school where they
mizht be temporsrily tarrying. It abol-
ished, by inspection on the part of local
nuthorities, all possibility of lmproper re-
lations of cannl boat folk who had hereto-
fore been under no authority and surveil-
lance. Tt limited the nutaber of ocenpants
in the diminutive ecabins, and it resulted
in placine three-fourths of the entire canal-
folk of England in homes along the eanal
banks, Evils, of course, still exist; but the
change for the bettor has been of a marvel-
ous character. .

All the English midland canals are of far
less cupacity than our own.  The bottoms
are in the form of an inverted arch; and the
locks are only seven feet wide Conse-
quently canal boats here are very diminn-
tive. They are nsually only from 25 to 30
ton boats; 6 feet and 0 inches wide, 65 feet
long, and with only 3 feet of keel. The
eabins are therefore searcely one-fourth the
size of thoze of our boats. They are only. 5
feot wide and high and 8 feet long. From
3 1o 4 feet of their height protrudes above
the deck. The exposed sides arve always
covered with most wonderful paintings rep-
resenting the highest expression of art
among these lowly folk: and a dog-kennel
invariably surmounts the decornted cabin
top. Within this 200 cubie feet of space are
a bed for the boatman und wife; s bunk be-
neath for the children; a stove, locker and
hanging table, with an extrnordinary col-
lection of crockers and cocking utensils
considering th ¢ spaee: and opposite, is a
bench which is the parior aod  dining room
bw day, and boudoir fora grown-up son or
davelhiter, or a male “crew,” at night.

Living on Boiled Dishes.

Like the Gipsies, the English canal folk
live well, but everyrhing is boiled. Hodge-
podges of beet and herrings, with the vege-
1ables which are got for u song, or for the
pulling, along their pleasant way, are the
favorite. Iu former times, when their con-
dition was more heathenish, their food, and
all canal bont family afluirs, were on & leyel
with beoasts. They are now more iutelli-
gent, independent.and as a consequence bet-
ter paid. More than two-thinds live in
their own homes, and while still conducting
the boats, as families, the little eabins are
almost wholly in the nature of temporary
accommodations fora short journey. DBe-
sides fully one-third of the boatmen now
own their own boats, as with our own canal-
ers.  About ope-third hire boats at about
10 shillings per week, supplying their own
help, auimals and food, and earning good
profits from their responsibility and labor.
The remuinder are owned by manufacturing
concerns, which employ their own boatmen,

The dress of these lowly people is quite
distinetive and often unique. The men are
always attired in flannel jackets and shirts,
open st the neck and with a gandy colored,
or black, handkerchief under their wide
eollars, similar to the London costermong-
ors: o billy-eock hat, or fur eap with visor
in winter und =nmmer: moleskin or flannel
tronsers; and heavy hob-nailed boots, in the
front of which there must alwsys be a
leather tongue or flap, which falls down
over the foot, aud which is invariably deco-
rated with all manner of curicus notches
and punctures. All the women and girls
wenr flaming quilted calico hoods, similar
in appearanee to s small old-fashioned “‘sun
bonnet.” Aprons mateh the hoods A
tiny red shawl, pinned at the throat by a
massive brooch, falls over the shoulders.
The dress is of heavy woolen stufi, usnally
dark in color, with short petticonts; and be-
neath these asppear high “navy’” hob-nailed
hoots, laced with stout leather thon Un-
derclothing is absolutely a superfluity.

Work of the Women.

The girls and the women steor the craft,
and drive the animals, usually broken-down
cub horses, or asses, sitting sstride. Only
about 30 miles’ distance per day is made, as
the English canal boat always “stables™ for
the night; and al! “reliefs” of labor are in-
dieated by landmarks, such astunnels, locks
inns and bridges, and are not made at state
honre. At the side of every Eaglish eanal

'nt:hhe world, and its man
wi

These inns provide stabling for the animals,
and sell t.he';r owners bags of norse food con-
sisting of mixed chopped hay, oats and
horse beans. Arrived at ove of these for
the night, the crews repair to the taproom
where “four-ale” or rum, as is the custom
among the laboring classes everywhere in
England, are drunk sparingly, while yarns
are spun and sncient and =avory pipes are
smoked, until the closing, at 10 o’clock. At
that hour 100,000 canal folk are “turning
in”" for the night in their tiny eabins,
moored beside the bosky banks of canals in
the slumbrous English valleys—the women
first; the men afterward. "And all these
100,000 now civil, simple and honest folk
are up and away at 4 o'clock in the morning.

A CHURCH WANTS ITS PR'OPERTY.

It Has Feen Held by Trmstees for Forty-

ECLIPSE OF THE MOON.

Celestial Phe That Will Be
Visible in Pittsburg To-Morrow.

To-morrow evening if the sky is clear an
interesting celestial phenomenon will pre-
went itself. Thereis then to be s total
eclipse of the moon. The eclipse begins
early in the evening, and will be over by @
o’glock,

The moon rises above the horizon of Pitts-
burg at 4:57, and it loses no time in begin-
ning its Sunday evening exhibition, as it
will enter the shadow of the earth when it
has scarcely attained an altitude of 8°. In
fnct it really rises partially obscured as it
wiil enter the pennmbra of the earth’s
shadow nt 4:36, or nearly half an hour before
rising. Most observers, however, will notice
but very little diminution in its hrighiness
until it enters the shadow proper, which
will beat 5:35. The timesot the phases
visible at Pittsburg are here given in stand-
ard time:

Maoon enters shadow. ............. Bh, 550 m
Total eclipse begins....... ceees B 370 m
Middle of the eclipse...... . Th. 188 m
Total eclipse ends ...... .8 07 m
Moon lesvesshadow. .. oo B, 30 m
Moon leaves penumbra.......... W0h. 28 m

This eclipse will be visible throughout
the United States und in South America,
Europe, Asin, Africa, the Atlantic Ocean
and the Eastern part of the Pacific Ocean.
At Dubuque, Ta, and Peoria, Ill, the
cclipse begins exactly at moonrise. At St
Louis, Kansag City and New Orleans the
moon is partially eclipsed when it rises, and

it rises totally eclipsed at Denver, Salt Lake

City and San Francisco.

At the time of the eclipse the moon is
very close to its ascending node, and is in
the constellation Aries, the Iam at the be-
ginhing, and in Taurus the Bull at the end
of the eelipse. At the middle of the eclipse
the moon will be in the zenith in longitude
from Greenwich 89 20' w. and in latitude
189 2%/ north.
